IAVANESE PRINCE 
HERE A DEMOCRAT 
AND 15 PRO-ALLY 


Headed Mission to Holland to 
Obtain Parliament for Dutch 
East Indies. 


HE LEADS SIMPLE LIFE 


Formerly Was “Allround Sport“ 
but Has Turned to Piety— 
Insisted on Visiting America. 


A Javanese mission to Hollan‘l, 
headed by Prince Koesoemdiningrat, 
reigning brother of the Sultan of 
Soeraharta, is in St. Louis on its re- 
turn to Java from Holland, where 
Queen Wilhelmina was petitioned to 
grant a Parliament-to the Dutch East 
Indies. The party will leave at 9 
o’clock tonight for California to visit 
Theosophical colonies, and will sail 
from San Francisco next month. 

Through interpreters the Prince 
gave an interview to a Post-Dispatch 
‘reporter at the Hotel Jefferson this 
morning. He sat at the head of a 
long table, sedate and solemn until 
warmed up with his views on the 
United States, when he cast reserve 
aside and announced that he was just 
an ordinary person with no divine 
rights; an apostle of democracy, and 
strongly pro-ally. 

Wear Colonel’s Uniform. 

The Prince wore the uniform of a 
Dutch Colonial Colonel—white duck, 
decorated to indicate length of serv- 
ice—and an artistic head-dress 
called an “iket,” which the inter- 
preter said was a wax painting and 
distinguishes the Javanese of rank. 
His teeth were discolored and ap- 
parently greatly worn, dut the 
Prince explained that when he mar- 
ried he conformed to a former cus- 
tom of his country bridegrooms, and 
submitted to the ordeal of having 


with an indelible ink. This cus- 
tom, however, has teen abolished, 
Donning his military hel- 
met. he N ed for pic- 
teres in front” o hotel and the 
large crowd that assembled seemed 
rather to please him. 

He is the first Javanese Prince to visit 
a foreign country, and would not have 
consented to break the custom of re- 
maining at home, he said, were it not 
that D. Van Hindloopen Labberton, lec- 
turer on Indoesian languages in the 
Government College of Batavia, the 
Prince's trusted friend, agreed to ac- 
company him. It was Labberton who 
arranged the trip. Others in the party 
besides Labberton are two body er- 
vants, a secretary, F. Kaoh of Minahas- 
sa, Celebes; Abdoel Moeis, editor of the 
Kaoem Moeda in Bandoeng, Java; Win- 
jo Soewojo of Socrakarta, teacher of 
Dutch Malay schools; Miss L. O. Sel- 
leger, daughter of a friend of Labber- 
ton; J. H. Vreedenburgh, an insurance 
agent of the Dutch East Indies, and 
Mrs. Vreedenburgh and their two cnhil- 
eren. 

Mohammedan and Theesophist. 

The Prince is Mohammedan and a mem 
ber of the Theosophical Society, and is 
writing propaganda books on theological 
unity. He also intends to write a book 
on his American impressions: 

“Americans are the loveliest people in 
the world,” he declared. I find them 
much more obliging than Europeans. In 
my palace I have 40 servants, but I get 
along quite well with two in this coun- 
try, for everybody tries to be at my 
nervice. In Europe we were practically 
left to shift for ourselves, and on sight- 
seeing trips had much trouble in getting 
around. But in New xork we were not 
only directed to places of interest, but 
were conducted to such places, often by 
entire strangers.” 

The Prince hesitated to discuss the 
war on the ground that Java is neutra', 
but, through Vreendeburgh, declared 
that the Mohammedan world is praying 
for deliverance from German domina- 
tion. 

“When the war started,“ he pointed 
oue, “Mohammedans favored Germany, 
but the East has discovered that Ger- 
many is using the Turk as a pawn to 
establish a world empire. German sub- 
marine warfare,” he added, “is un- 
speakably inhumane and has shocked

"Advances of 15 to 50 Per Cent Made 
Within the Last Three 
Weeks, 

Vegetable prices have increased from 
15 to 50 per cent within the last three 

weeks as a result of lack of rain. 

The last good rain in St. Louis and 
vicinity was 1.12 inches on May . 
There were showers the following week, 
the heaviest rainfall being 2 inch on 
June 5. At the Weather Bureau today 
it was said no rain was in immediate 
prospect. 

Commission men say prices of home- 
grown vegetables, such as radishes, let- 
tuce, turnips, spinach and cauliflower, 
have increased 15 to % per cent. On 
June 1 radishes were W cents a bushel 
wholesale; lettuce, 5 cents to 0 cents 
a bushel; turnips, 10 cents to D cents a 
dozen; spinach, 10 cents to B cents a 
bushel; caulifiower, % cents to § cents 
a bushel. Wholesale prices Saturday 
were: Radishes, 4 cents to 4 cents; 
letttice, 5 cents to 2% cents; turnips, 15 
cents to % cents; spinach, 2 cents to 
cents; cauliflower, % cents to $1. To- 
matoes, shipped from the South, have 
increased about 50 per cent.

$69,000,000 BONDS 
FOR THIS DISTRICT 


Banks Are Notified of Akotments 
hich Average About 75 
Per Cent. 


The St. Louis Federal Reserve District 
will recetve something more than 3. 
000,000 of Liberty Bonds, or about three- 
fourths of its total subscription for the 
bonds, which exceeded $86,000,000. 

Notices were sent out today by the St. 
Louls Federal Reserve Bank to the 3000 
banks in the district, through which 
most of the subscriptions came, stating 
what share of its subscription of bonds 
each bank would receive. These no- 


_ltices embodied the result of several days’ 


figuring. 

On orders from Washington, all sub-' 
scriptions for bonds in amounts up to 
$10,000 will be filled in full. In cages of 
subscriptions of $10,000 to $190,000, bonds 
will be allotted to 60 per cent of the 
amount of the subscription. Between 
$100,000 and $250,000 the allotment will be 
45 per cent, and for sums larger than 
$250,000 it will be 30 per cent. 

These percentages were used in scaling 
down, not the total subscriptions sent in 
by the different banks, but the individ- 
ual subscriptions over $10,000 which ap- 
peared in those totals. The forms sent 
in by the banks showed the number of 
$50 subscriptions, the number of $10 
subscriptions and the number of those 
in each larger denomination. In cases 
where these detailed figures were not 
given, it was assumed that the sub- 
scription was that of the bank itself, 
and it was treated as a whole. 

Rolia Wells, governor of the Federal 
Reserve Bank, said the subscriptions 
from St. Louis could not be shown ac- 
curately, as many St. Louis banks sent 
in subscriptions from their out-of-town 
customers. The organization of bond 
salesmen which handled the sale of Lib- 
erty Bonds estimated that the St. Louts 
subscriptions approximated $42,000,000, or 
nearly one-half of those of the entire 
district. 

The St. Louis Reserve District in- 
cludes Missouri, except a strip of coun- 
ties on the western border; Arkansas, 
Northern Missiasippi, Southern Illinois 
and Indiana, the west three-fifths of 
Kentucky, including Louisville, and the 
west one-third of Tennessee, including 
Memphis. 

As many of the largest subscriptions 
came from this city, the St. Louis sub- 
ecriptions were more reduced by the 
scaling process than those from the re- 
mainder of the district.

HARDEN JUSTIFIES ATTITUDE OF 


ENTENTE TOWARD GREEK KING 


Declares Protecting Powers Stand 
Firmly on Treaty Rights in Ac- 
tion in Greece. 

LONDON, June %.—A Rotterdam dis- 
patch to the Daily News reports: Max- 
imilian Harden, in the Zukunft, justifies 
the attitude of the entente Powers to- 
ward Greece in general and Constantine 
in particular. He writes: 

England, France and Russia, who 
delivered Hellas from the Turks and 
created a new Greek state, giving the 
crown by the London treaty of 1863 to 
Danish Prince Wiihelm, stand firmly on 
their treaty rights. According to the 
treaty of 1830, they may, without con- 
sent of the Greek state, send troops to 
that territory. 

*The King was guilty of breach of 
the treaties of protection, as by his ac- 
tions Greek neutrality had been violated 
and the independence of Greece re- 
duced. 

The opinion that to the protecting 
Powers belonged the right of control by 
occupation never has been contradicted. 

Constantine believed he was King 
by the grace of God, but he really was 
King by the grace of the protecting 
Powers. He would long ago have been 
dethroned if the dynastic feeling of his 
Russian royal relatives had not protect- 
ed him. If the report is correct that he 
has accepted the yearly payment of 
$100,000 offered him by the protecting 


Powers, he is scarcely dangerous any 


longer to the protecting Powers and the 
whole incident is far below the heights 


of tragedy.

TOENNIES PESSIMISTIC 


Noted Economist Fears Chronic 
State of War With No 
End in Sight.

STOCKHOLM, June %4.—Pan-German 
propaganda, under the misuse of Field 
Marshal Hindenburg's name for a so- 
called German or Hindenburg peace, has 
been systematically carried on at the 
‘battle fronts to such an extent that 


many Germans are becoming aroused 
over the gravity of carrying politics 
into the army, and among questions 
which the Chancellor will have to an- 
swer at the next meeting of the Reiche- 
tag is this one by the Socialist member 
from Cologne: 

“At a battery on the west front, which 
cannot be named, the non-c issioned 
officer called the cannoniers together 
to read them an annexationist article in 
the Cologne People's Gazette and at- 
tempted to induce the men to sign a 
printed declaration in favor of the 30 · 
called Hindenburg peace. What does 
the Chancellor intend doing about such 
a misuse of military power?“ 

If this were an isolated case it would 
not receive any attention, but the de- 
termined Pan-German propaganda 
throughout the army, which naturally 
has induced the Socialist counter propa- 
ganda, threatens in time radically to 
divide the army into two politically hos- 
tile camps a development calculated to 
cause utmost concern to the highest 
leadership, which is sedulously keeping 
from committing itself at this time to 
any brand of peace. 


Dangerous Nuisance. 

Among independent organs the Morgen 
Post says: “Numerous developments of 
a not gratifying nature latterly make n 
the duty of the independent press to de- 
clare with all emphasis that grave and 
dangerous nuisance is being committed 
by dragging politics into the army. The 
army is the most visible manifestation 
of national unity, which ought to stand 
above all parties and classes, and he 
who undermines it sins against national 
unity, which we so bitterly need in this 
world war and which has enabled us to 
survive it so far.” 

The Morgen Post sees particular dan- 
ger in bringing the working classes in 
sharp antithesis with the army, depre- 
cates the manner in which the “extreme 
conservative press makes the whole 
body of workers responsible for the sins 
of a single labor leader or Socialist pa- 
per and brands them as enemies of the 
fatherland, is not actually as traitors.” 

»The working classes, the paper con- 
tinues, form the bulk of our armies. 
These colossal masses of workers have 
fought so unconditionally in the best na- 
tional sense for the maintenance of the 
fatherland that now to cast aspersions 
on their ideal motives is equivalent to 
separating them from our national unity 
ty force.

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“HOW THE WAR CAME TO DECRIED 


AMERICA” TOLD OFFICIALLY UMA SMD TORI 


Document Issued in Washington Written in 
Part by President Wilson and Secretary 
Lansing and Approved by Both. 


| WASHINGTON, June %.—An official 
history of the entry of the United States 
into the war has been issued by the 
Committee on Public Information. “How 
the War Came to America“ is its titte. 
The pamphlet is published in response 
to the demand that has come to mem- 
bers of the administration from all parts 


of the country for a detailed statement 
of our reason for pouring men anda 
money into the struggle to defeat Ger- 
many. 

Although prepared by George Creel, 
chairman of the Information Committee. 
there are indications in the text that 
some parts were written or dictated by 
the State Department, and other para- 
graphs show the touch of the presiden- 
tial pen. The document was passed 
upon by both President Wilson and Sec- 
retary Lansing. 

Some secret history is told. It is made 
known for the first time that prior to 
his departure for Berlin Count von 
Bernstorff, the German Ambassador. 
“begged that no irrevocable decision 
should be taken until he had had the 
chance to make one final plea for peace 
to his sovereign.” 

Delay Asked for Granted. 

Because of plea, no action that could 
be interpreted as an act of war was 
taken by the United States Government 
until Bernstorff had arrived in Berlin 
and had opportunity to see the Kaiser. 
Not until March 12, five weeks after the 
severance of relations with Germany, 
were armed guards placed on American 
merchant ships. And three weeks more 
elapsed before the devlaration of a state 
of war. 

Although no direct mention is made 
of Secretary Lansing’s famous state- 
ment, issued at the time of President 


in which he asked the belligerents to 
state their war aims. 

In summarizing the bad faith of the 
German Government the direct charge 
is made that Germany was endeavoring 
to obtain the Danish West Indies, which 
the United States recently purchased at

SCHEIDEMANN URGES SWEEPING | 
DEMOCRATIZATION OF GERMANY 


Socialist Leader Declares It Is Only 
Thing Which Will Bring About 
Peace by Winter. . 


Philipp Scheidemann, the Socialist 
leader, celebrated his return from 
the Stockholm conference by the pub- 
lication in Vorwaerts of a two-column 
article in which he reveals himself 
as anything but optimistic concern- 
ing early peace prospects. 

“In spite of Stockholm,” he says, 
“we fear that we shall be called upon 
to face the fourth winter of war. To 
prevent this, if possible, in an hon- 
orable way must be our duty. One 
of the means of achieving this, while 
not infallibly certain, yet most prom- 
ising, is the democratization of Ger- 
many.” 

After upbraiding the German Gov- 
ernment for its failure to make an 
exhaustive declaration with regard to 
its war aims in reply to the Socialist 
interpellation, and declining party re- 
sponsibility for the Government's 
course, Scheidemann continues: I 
believe that each of us has returned 
from Stockholm with the firm con- 
viction that we are on the right road. 
We desire to see the peace policy of 
the central Powers initiated Dec. 12, 
1916, carried out without circumven- 
tion to completion. Then occurred 
what we had predicted and vainly 
tried to stave off—war with the 
United States. As a result of this 
our opponents hope of victory is 
revived and the war is continued. 
It was in Stockholm that I finally 
accepted as my unshakable convic- 
tion that of which I had before been 
consclous— the thing cannot be 
achleved without the sweeping dem- 
ocratization of Germany.”

Fighting Forces Have Been Increased 
From 00, 000 to About 800,000— . 
Regular Army Totals 250,000. 
WASHINGTON, June B.— More than 
half a million men have volunteered in 
the American army and navy since war 
was declared to exist on April 6. 
The army, yavy and national guard 
represented an aggregate strength of 
little more than 300,000 men when the.

very beginning Ruth did all in her pow- 
er to attract my attention. I felt some- 
thing strange when her dark, penetrat- 
ing eyes fixed on mine. 

I was still more disconcerted when 
she came again Feb. 13 to get her 
skates. An overpowering attraction for 
the young woman seized me. What 
happened afterward seems like a dream. 
My memory at this pont falis me utter- 
ly. 

In view of the facts which have been 
presented, it must be true I attacked 
and killed her’ But, God help me, 1 
didn’t mean to. My will power could 
not resist any more. When home I was 
like a person in a trance. I remember 
speaking of ihis pecuiiar mental condi- 
tion and (hough: I was ill. 

J began to realize the gravity of my 
position the morning of Feb. 15, when 
newspaper reporters came to my shop 
to make inquiries ana policemen ques- 
tioned me. I felt then as if I were 
lost. My only anxiety was to escape. 
I secured a passport which 1 kept 
among my papers and succeeded in 
reaching Italy. On my arrival I was 
overcome with remorse. I cannot my- 
self belteve that my hitherto unblem- 
ished life has been destroyed forever. 
This is my first offense, but it is of 
such a nature that I cannot believe it 
to be true. The greatest punishment is 
to think what suffering and agony my 
wife and children are undergoing, as, 
notwithstanding our misunderstandings, 
we love each other most tenderly.“ 

Cocchi made an attempt to kill him- 
self, his jailers assert. Thé prisoner 
tried to dash his head against the stone 
wali of his cell, but guards were quick- 
ly upon him and overpowered him. He 
is being guarded carefully.

ROTTERDAM WOMEN SEIZE TON

Twelve Barges Were in Outer Harber 
Ready to Depart for England =

crowd of women stormed a dozen barges 
in the inner harbor of Rotterdam Sat- 
urday and seized about a ton of pota- 
toes destined for England.

the Crown today in prise court. The 
Attorney-General, Sir Frederick Smith, 
said that before the war the firm did 
virtually no business with either Scan, 
dinavia or Russia, but that this buet- 
ness had assumed large proportions 
since the war began. The Crown co 
tended that the goods were intended for 
Germany. 

Aron & Co. deny this claim, stating 
they instrueted their agent, Woods, to 
sell only to Scandinavia and Prussia.

and the other members of the American 
Commission today was held in the pal- 
ace of the Governor-General. Thee 
were assembled representatives of the 
Zemstvo and Municipal Unions, the 
Zemstvo Industrial Committee and the 
local council of the Workmen's and Sol- 
diers’ Deputies. 

We have seen nothing since we came 
to Russia, said Root, that gives cause 
for criticism. We marvel at the self- 
control and the common sense the Rus- 
sians display. We feel that the work 
you are doing in the committees is on 
the right path toward the permanent 
democracy. The Government of Ger- 
many, thetr social system, even German 
Socialism, are militaristic. They shail 
not gain control of free America, and if 
we can help you to prevent their gain- 
ing control of free Russia, we shall be 
happy in feeling that we have assisted.“ 


One Inharmonicus Note. 

The representatives of the yario..s 
groups replied. The only inharmonious 
note was sounded by M. Grigorieff, rep- 
resenting the Workinmen’s Council. He 
said: 

„We hope that peace will be conclud- 
ed as soon as possible, and this will be 
different from past peace treaties, be- 
cause peace will be concluded not by 
diplomats but by the masses. I hope 
that America will support Russia in its 
desire for peace in the near future.”’ 

M. Grigorieff explained later to James 
Duncan, vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor, that he did not 
mean that Russia would quit fighting 
before it was possible to arrange peace 
in the best interests of democracy. The 
Americans were cheered when they lef:

Test for Russia. 

We know that you will make sacri- 
fices to preserve your freedom won at 
such a high cost. 

Now comes the test. You must strug- 
gle until your liberty is secure. We be- 
lieve Russia will do this.“ 

The Mayor in reply said: Russia wel- 
comes America’s assistance in her pres- 
ent period of infirmity and economic ex- 
haustion.”’ 

He concluded with an eulogy of Presi- 
dent Wilson, saying: The aims of the 
war, the definition of the problem stand- 
ing before humanity have been given by 
your great pacifist, President Wilson, 
who, in preserving the ideal of peaze 
has realized the vital importance of the 
struggle.“ 

On motion of the Mayor the meeting 
unanimously decided to send a telegrar: 
to President Wilson thanking him for 
sending the Root commission to Russia. 

The headquarters of the War Indus- 
trial Committee was visited by the 
American mission. Root; in answer to 
an address of welcome, said that Amer- 
{ca was summoning 10,000,000 men to the 
lors in defense of freedom. His re- 
marks were enthusiastically applauded. 

Filling Rassia’s Orders. 

Continuing, Root told his hearers that 
half a million Americans soon would be 
fighting. America’s fleet already was 
annihilating the German submarine. De- 
scribing America’s adaptation to war, 
Root praised American workmen for 
voluntarily working in the nation’s in- 
terest longer hours than usual. They 
soon would be fulfilling Russia’s order 
for locomotives and cars. 

„Say what Russia wants.“ continued 
the speaker, and we will come in and 
aid. Our high aims in the war justify 
the heaviest sacrifices and anyone who 
cannot understand these aims must be 
unable to understand anything.” 

Afterward the Americans visited ths 
Moscow Bourse Committee, where they 
were welcomed by M. Tretiakof, pres 
dent of the committee. Later they in- 
spected the People’s Bank and. -various 
munitions workshops, where they were 
given a rousing reception. Some of the 
members went to Sergievsky to visit the 
famous Trinity monastary, meeting on 
the way the Procurator-General of the 
Holy Synod, M. Lvoff. and church dig- 
nitaries, who heartily greeted the Amer- 
icans.

1,000,000 TONS OF NEUTRAL 
~ SHIPPING NOW LYING IDLE 


At Anchor in Belligerent Ports, Says 
Italian Miaston Member, Fearing 
to Take to Sea. 

BOSTON, June B. More than 1,000,000 
tons of neutral shipping is swinging idly 
at anchor in the harbors of belligerent 
nations, ‘according to a statement made 
by Augusto Ciuffelli, former member of 
the Italian Cabinet and member of the 
Italian mission, to the Associated Press 
here today. 

“Hundreds of Norwegian, Danish, 
Dutch, Greek and Spanish ships, total- 
ling more than 1,000,000 tons, said Mr 
Ciuffelli, “are lying idle in the ports of 
the belligerent nations because of the 
submarine menace. The owners of many 


’ of these ships are deliberately holding 
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them in port in order to reap che | 
traordinary profits which they expect 
will accrue to them. In their minds the 
shipping situation has reached a point 
where trade rates will be higher when 
peace comes than they are now and in- 
surance rates will decrease.” 

“1 do not believe that belligerent na- 
tions should respect the so-called rights 
of neutrals in this regard. [ am con- 
yinced that they have the right to pre- 
vent the continuation of this practice in 

a lawful manner. This could be accom- 
stabil either by curtly ordering such 
ships to quit the territorial waters of 
the country wherein they expected to 
remain or charging them such heavy 
port duties that their stay in harbor 
would be made exceptionally expensive. 
Belligerent nations could also, in my 
opinion, refuse bunker coal to neutral 
ships unless they accepted cargoes 
bound through the danger zones.“

AN ACT OF FOLLY. 

The House weighted and warped the food con- 
trol bill, just before its adoption, with a fanatical 
prohibition amendment forbidding the brewing 
and distilling of alcoholic beverages. 

The Barkley amendment was not put into the 
bill as a measure of food conservation. It is not 
germane to that subject, nor was food control the 
object of the extremists who forced it into the 
bill. It was a prohibition measure pure and sim- 
ple. | : 
To divert attention and discussion from the 
real purpose of food contro! legislation, which is 
vital to the winning of the war and the welfare 
of the people, to delay and endanger the bill by 
injecting the prohibition question into it is an 
act of supreme folly. The debate in the Senate 
is at once shifted from necessary provisions for 
protecting the people from food sharks, waste 
and inefficient and monopolistic distribution of 
food supplies to the question of prohibition. 

The safety and welfare of the republic is im- 
perilied by a lot of extremists who thrust their 
hobby and their ceaseless squabble on the most 
important piece of legislation pending in Con- 
gress. : 
The amendment plays into the hands of food 
monopolists, speculators and price manipulators, 

Although the bill passed with only five votes 
against it, showing the unanimity of sentiment 
for food control, the Barkley amendment was 
carried by a close vote of only 132 to 114, and 
the Lenroot amendment, permitting the making 
of beer and light wines, received a vote of 124 
to 134. The country is practically united on food 
control, but is divided almost equally on pro- 
hibition. 

We believe it would be unwise, at this time, 
when unanimity on the vital measures and the 
great sacrifices of the war is imperative, to pass 
a national prohibition measure. It would disrupt 
business, force a readjustment of taxation with 
increased burdens on the masses, throw thousands 
of men and women out of employment and thus 
cause widespread disturbance and hardship which 
we ought by all means to avoid. It would divide 
the country into two camps and cause bitter re- 
sentments among large elements. of the people. 

It is worth considering that Britain now its 
faced by deep discontent among its working peo- 
ple on account of mere interference with the qual- 
ity of British beer and that a strong French com- 
mission, after a thorough investigation, reported 
against prohibition and in favor of an army ration 
of beer and light wines. It found the effect of 
complete prohibition on the army disastrous to 
health and morale. 

From every standpoint it is unwise to proceed 
by arbitrary sweeping action which disrupte in- 
dustrial organization and attempts to revolution- 
ize the people’s habits. We believe in every sound 
policy of temperance, but temperance is not 
promoted by cutting off light wines and beers or 
by attempting violent, forcible reforms. 

If it were a question of booze or bread no one 
would hesitate, but we have not reached that 
point, especially with the comparatively harm- 
less substitutes for strong drink. Let us first put 
into operation genuine food consérvation. Let us 
proceed judiciously until, in the light of facts, we 
can adopt a line which will accomplish the ends 
of temperance and sobriety. Let us at least sep- 
arate food control from prohibition and consider 
each measure on its own merits. 

The Senate has canceled many hasty blunders 
of the House in other legislation. The responsi- 
bility now rests upon that body to shape the food 
control bill so that it will deal effectively with 
the food situation and will not be a mess of un- 
related prohibitions and regulations. 
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WORK, THE SLOGAN. 

In his letter to the Aero Club of America, Rear 
Admiral Fiske urges the use of torpedo planes, 
which in minor trials have proved their effective- 
ness, to destroy the German warships at their 
bases. He suggests the use of a fleet of mother 
ships at points of convenience in the North Sea 
from which fleets of torpedo planes may be sent 
to Kiel, Helgoland and Wilhelmshaven for the 
purpose of destroying the German ships. 

This is one of the phases of the domination of 
the air which has been discussed. There are 
many in which valuable contributions to victory 
may be made. The opinion of Rear Admiral 
Fiske of the practicability of the plan to destroy 
naval fleets and bases with airplanes is worth 
considering. It stimulates effort. 

While we are developing ideas, however, for the 
use of airplanes and promoting plans on the 
largest scale for the manufactire of planes and 
the training of aviators, we must not be carried 
away by extremists who insist that the war will 
be won by air craft. It is possible, but air craft 
alone will not win. : 

We are brought down to earth by a sensible 


not to neglect other imperative war weapons on 
account of air craft. He reminds us that there 
are three big elements in the land war—infantry, 
artillery and aviation. The artillery depends 
upon aviation and the infantry upon artillery. 
We must develop all elements to their fullest et- 
ficiency in order to win. We must also supply 
food and ships, naval and mercantile. 

So far the great military strokes of the war 
have been made by artillery in co-operation with 
aviation. The necessity of big, efficient guns and 
many corps of aviators in order to open the way 
for infantry has been demonstrated.

St. Louis may not be as fast on the getaway

Early in the war some little disappointment was 
expressed with the recruiting campaign in St.

This seemed astounding to 
Washington, but to St. Louisans and those who 
knew St. Louis it meant little or nothing. St., 
Louis was merely saving its strength and breath 
for real work.

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TEN PER CENT CONTRAOTS. 

Ex-Senator J. L. Bristow of Kansas, now chair- 
man of the Public Utilities Commission of his 
State, makes known some of the workings of the 
so-called “10 per cent contracts” under which 
training camps are being constructed in many 
parts of the country. 

These are contracts under which builders are 
paid the actual cost of construction, plus 10 per 
cent to represent their own compensation. How- 
ever advantageous these arrangements may be in 
private construction, where self-interest furnishes 
powerful incentives for a sharp scrutiny of costs, 
they afford much leeway for abuses in Govern- 
ment contracts on a huge scale unless provision is 
made for the most rigid supervision. 

As sample instances the Senator points out that 
inexperienced men and boys have been employed 
at the usual rate per day of skilled carpenters, 
with pay at an extra rate for overtime. He learned 
that 13 men were hired to unload a car of lumber, 
when four would have sufficed. A printer’s devil 
increased his pay from $8 to $32 a week by trans- 
ferring his services to the contractor. 

Every time a contractor can add $1 to the costs 
he benefits to the extent of 10 cents. That he 
should look more to added than to diminished 
costs would be natural. 

If Mr. Barstow’s invitation to make a July 4 ad- 
dress at Stockton was canceled on account of his 
war criticisms, it must have been due to other and 
more censorious criticisms than this. A patriotic 
service is performed when waste, extravagance, 
graft, mismanagement of any sort are exposed in 
the enormous expenditures Uncle Sam must neces- 
sarily make in the next few months.

The other day Gov. Lowden of Illinois com- 
muted the death sentence of a Belleville negro to 
life imprisonment and the beneficiary of his 
clemency cake-walked his delight. Not that a life 
sentence was ‘such an attractive prospect. He 
rejoiced and was glad because a life sentence 
rarely means a life sentence and he calculated, 
as all life-termers do, that in a few years he would 
be pardoned. 

Gov. Lowden has given substance to the life- 
termers’ hope by pardoning Fred Mink, who was 
sent up from Pittsfield, III., fourteen years ago 
ander what amounted to two life sentences. He 
was to serve 99 years for one murder and a life 
sentence for another. 

Inasmuch as both murders committed by Mink 
were deliberate, premeditated, planned and cold- 
blooded, it might have been supposed that in his 
case two life sentences would mean at least one 
life sentence, but after fourteen years he is free. 
His punishment was seven years for each murder. 

Mink, 18 years old, had gone West. He got the 
idea that persons back in Pike County were med- 
dling in his love affairs and traveled back with an 
automatic revolver tucked in his pocket and shot 
and killed his stepmother as she was about her 
household duties and Newt Harris, a neighbor, 
as he was feeding his hogs.
